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In 2002, there were nearly 50,000
minority firms in Washington generating
over $10.7 billion in gross receipts.
These firms also employed more than
75,000 workers.

Minority firms represented 10.9% of all
‘classifiable’ firms located in the state.
The number of minority firms in
Washington increased by 15% between
1997 and 2002, compared to 4% for all
‘classifiable’ firms in the state.
Washington had the 18" largest minority
population, numbering over 1.3 million or
21.7% of the Washington'’s total

population in 2002.

Minority Firms in Washington by Gross Receipts Size, 2002
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While smaller in number, Strategic Growth
Initiative (SGI) minority-owned firms, which
have annual receipts of $500,000 or more,
generate a much larger percentage of all the
group’s revenues and paid employment than
firms with receipts under $500,000.

In 2002, minority-owned firms with receipts of
$500,000 or more generated about 76% of all
receipts grossed by all minority firms in
Washington and employed 67% of all paid
workers employed by minority firms in that
state.

Minority-owned firms in Washington were
most concentrated in the following industries:
other services; retail trade; professional,
scientific, and technical services.
